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Area officials eye federal 
funds for court construction

Representatives of five com- 
munities sharing the 34th District 
Court in Romulus will seek approval 
from their respective boards and 
city councils this week to form a 
court operations committee. 

Resolutions calling for sharing of 
court costs and describing the 
operating body have been submitted 
to Romulus and Belleville and 
Huron, Sumpter and Van Buren 
townships. This is the first official 
step by a two-year-old “ad hoc” 34th 
District Court construction com- 
mittee to provide some means for 
building a new court and to split the 
costs of operation among those 


communities using the facility. 

Representatives of the five 
communities and the Wayne County 
Road Commission, which also will 
share in the use of the court, agreed 
last week to form a court operations 
committee in an effort to qualify for 
a federal grant for the construction 
of a new court building. 

The grant would cover the entire 
cost of construction of a facility on 
the grounds of the Romulus Civic 
Center near Wayne and Goddard 
Roads 

If a grant is forthcoming, then 
each participating community will 
share in the facility’s ownership. 

However, the agreement specifies 
that Romulus will cover the cost of 
construction if a grant cannot be 


obtained, and the other communities 
will cover the interest costs. 

Approval of the concept is ex- 
pected to be obtained at the next 
meeting of the “ad hoc” committee, 
scheduled for July 22 at 4 p.m. 

If approved, it will mark the first 
major movement on the 
replacement of the better than 80- 
year-old school building being 
utilized as a court facility in 
Romulus since the “ad hoc” com- 
mittee was formed at former 
Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt’s 
insistence nearly two years ago. 

Under the plan bemg proposed to 
the communities’ governing bodies, 
all communities will share in the 
costs of operation, and in the 
reimbursement of fines collected on 


a “use” formula. 

The formula will consider the 
amount of time each community 
requires to cover hearings & trials 
and will pro-rate total court costs 
back to that community based on 
that percentage of time. 

Court costs actually will come out 
of the fines collected with any costs 
about the actual expense of 
operation being reimbursed to each 
community based on the same 
“use” formula. 

Under the same formula Romulus 
would receive approximately 40 
percent of the fines collected, Van 
Buren 25 percent, and the other 
communities would split the rest. 

The grant being sought is the 
recently approved federal public 


works grant which provides funds to 
construct public facilities, providing 
construction has not begun prior to 
the grant application 

It is the same grant under which 
Romulus hopes to one day construct 
a new fire station. 

Assuming that all approvals are 
obtained from the governing bodies 
involved in the use of the court, 
officials are hopeful that the grant 
application can be forwarded to the 
federal government within a few 
weeks. 

During the nearly two years of 
discussions on the court, officials 
from each of the five communities 
involved in the utilization of the 
court endorsed the concept now 
being proposed to the various 
governing boards.

The owner of one of Romulus’ two 
supermarkets vows to stay open 
despite a strike against his txisiness 
by members of the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters and Butcher Work- * 
men. 

Approximately 20 employees of 
Bil-Mars Supermarket on Goddard 
Road in downtown Romulus walked 
off the job Friday after nearly 
month* of bargaining when, ac- 
cording to Richard Phillips 
president of thu Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters Local 339, William Simons, 
owner of the supermarket, refused 
to discuss a pension program for 
employees. 

“To agree to the union’s demand 
would eventually force me to close,” 
Simons said in an ad taken out in the 
Romulus Roman. 

He later told a reporter from The 
Roman: "They’re (the union) 
asking me to get into a plan that the 
large chain stores have for people 
like carry-out boys and packers, and 
being new in the business, I just 
can’t afford it.” 

Simons said his business will stay 
open with the same hours as in the 
past, and asked in his newspaper ad 
for the community’s support by 
“crossing the picket line to enable us 
to keep this stare in your com- 
munity.” 

Simons’ store is one of only two 
supermarkets in Romulus. The 
other is Ted’s IGA Supermarket at 
Eureka and Inkster Roads 
According to Phillips, the union 
members walked off the job “in an 
effort to win decent wages and to 
keep off of welfare while working 
“We’re notout to put anyone out of 
business," Phillips said, “But 
workers in the supermarket have a 
right to wages which are enough to 
feed their family and to benefits like 
other workers ” 

The union at the supermarket was 
recognized as bargaining agent by 
the National Labor Relations Board 
in late May. 

Simons opened the supermarket 
approximately a year ago after 
another facility at the same location 
closed down for nearly six months. 

During the shut down ot tne tor- 
mer Vescio’s Supermarket in early 
1975, politicians in the community 
vowed to obtain another food 
shopping facility for downtown 
Romulus. 

Patrons of the store apparently 
are upset over the picketing, with 
some calling The Romulus Roman 
to complain about the in- 
convenience. 

Said one woman who asked not to 
be identified: “It’s the only place in 
town where the senior citizens can 
walk to shop. 

“If the people there aren’t happy 
with their jobs, they ought to find 
another place to work, and leave us 
with our supermarket.” 

Phillips said, however, "The 
union’s argument isn’t with the 
shoppers, but with the operators of 
the supermarket 

“The picketers have been told not 
to harass the shoppers, but to ask 
them to support our effort by not 
patronizing the supermarket.” 

Persons who called The Roman 
complained about “harassment ” of 
patrons by picketers. However, a 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Road Patrol 
spokesman said no incidents have 


What makes Carter tick? 
We may know in two days

NEW YORK- It may appear cut 
and dried on the surface, but this 
mo9t unusual of Democratic 
National Conventions could 
perform one major historic 
mission, namely: 

Where does Jimmy Carter, the 
presumptive presidential 
nominee, propose to lead his 
party and the nation? 

The answer to that question 
could tell the American people a 
lot about Carter’s chances to win 
in November. 

Former Georgia Gov. Carter is 
unique among American political 
figures. In the past six months he 
has won 18 presidential primaries 
and swamped 10 potential 
Democratic presidential rivals. 
More than 6 million Americans 
have given him their votes 
Yet when Democratic Party 
Chairman Robert Strauss opened 
the convention Monday evening 
no one outside Carter’s tight little 
inner circle had any clear ideas 
where he stood on the big 
questions of the day. 

I s he for more or less defense 
spending? Will he continue to 
stress detente with the Soviet 
Union and Communist China? 
Will he expand, contract or 
completely rebuild the nation’s 
social security system? How does 
he propose to deal with the 
lurking problem of inflation? 

In Carter the Democrats at last 
last have their long sought unity 
candidate He hasn’t revealed 
enough about himself yet to 
antagonize any’ section of the 
party. 

But now his moment of truth is 
arriving. The man Carter selects 
as his vice presidential running 


male will tell us a great deal 
about Carter’s own political 
philosophy. 

Politically conscious people in 
the United States and in various 
parts of the world are waiting 
impatiently to hear what Carter 
says in his acceptance speech 
Thursday night. 

He has promised innovation but 
not defined what he means. If he 
is not more specific from now on 
the voters could begin to suspect 
that behind his toothy smile there 
is no coherent policy at all. 

Professional politicians noted 
that on the whole Carter seemed 
to have a greater insight into the 
electorate of 1976 during the early 
stages of the primary campaign 
than he did toward the end. 

From first to last he proved 
that he was an extraordinarily 
skillful politician, but there were 
signs in the later primaries that 
the voters were becoming uneasy 
because they did not know what 
made the man tick. 

At the moment the public 
opinion polls show Carter a clear 
favorite to defeat either 
President Gerald Ford or Ronald 
Reagan, the two men seeking the 
Republican presidential 
nomination. 

But it is early days yet. The 
Republicans will convene in 
Kansas City August 16 to pick 
between Ford and Reagan. 
Which ever man wins can be 
expected to blast the Democrats 
as spendthrifts who would add to 
the taxpayers’ burdens. 

If he hopes to win, Carter will 
have to blunt that charge 
possibly by expanding on his idea 
to reorganize the federal 
bureaucracy and cut down its 
size.

YWCA tries to dispel watery fears 


Swim classes to be offered 



Summer swim 


Registration will close Friday for 
the 2-week summer swim in- 
struction program sponsored by the 
Western Wayne County YWCA in 
Romulus. 

Ten lessons, covering water safety 
and the proper methods of swim- 
ming, will be taught on a “beginner" 
and “mother-tot" level at the Key 
Manor Apartment Swimming Pool 
in Romulus starting July 26 and 
running until Aug. 6. 

Lessons will begin at 10 a.m. 
weekdays for the beginner classes 
and at 10:45 a.m. weekdays for the 
“mother-tot" program. 

According to Mary Willoughby, 
area director for Romulus and 
Taylor, the program is designed to 
teach youngsters not only the 
techniques they will need for 
swimming, but also the safety 
responsibilities they undertake by

entering water. 

“This is an especially important 
program with the growing number 
of backyard pools," Mrs. Willough- 
by said. “Every youngster should 
learn to swim." 

The mother-tot program is par- 
ticularly unique, featuring preschool 
youngsters being taught the basics 
of swimming irK the company of 
their mothers. 

For the mother-tot portion only, 
parents will be required to ac- 
company their children in the pool. 

The beginner’s class provides the 
basic education in techniques for 
swimming and^ is designed for 
persons of any age who may want to 
learn to swim. 

Cost for the 10 days of instruction 
is $12, and parents will have to 
furnish transportation to the lessons 
at the apartment complex. 


“We’re particularly grateful this 
year for the cooperation of the Key 
Manor," Mrs. Willoughby said. 
“Without the owner’s generous offer 
of the pools, the children would have 
to travel great distances outside of 
the community to obtain this in- 
struction." 

Mrs. Willoughby added that 
Romulus resident Beverly 
McAnally, who was influential in 
developing many programs offered 
through the YWCA, made the 
contact with the operators of Key 
Manor to obtain permission for the 
use of the pool. 

Mrs. McAnally is a councilman in 
Romulus. 

This year’s lesson will mark the 
fourth consecutive year that the 
YWCA has offered instruction on 
swimming. 


Mrs. Willoughby said the program 
operators are hoping for full classes, 
and if more children than can be 
accommodated in the pool at one 
time enroll in this year's lesson, 
other lessons will be arranged. 

Also being explored is the 
possibility of an August swimming 
class, but plans for that are not firm 
yet. 

The instructor for the lessons will 
be Mary Cawell, a long-time water 
safety instructor for the YWCA. 

Miss Cawell is qualified to teach 
water safety instructors. 

Registrations for the lessons 
should be mailed to the Western 
Wayne County YWCA at 26279 
Michigan Avenue, Inkster, 48184, by 
July 23.

It was hard for the youngsters who

The new facility, which contains 
an Olympic-sized swimming pool 
and games area, officially was open 
to the public last Thursday amid 
daylight fireworks and the screams 
of enthusiastic children, there 
through a Huron Township 
Recreation Department program. 

On hand to help cut the ribbon for 
the multi-faceted facility were 
Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
13th District); State Rep. Edward 
Mahalak; representatives of the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority (HCMA), operator of the 
park, and the clerks of both Huron 
and Van Buren townships, as well as 
a representative of Sea Daniel 
Cooper of the 11th Senatorial 
District. 

The park, described as “an out- 
standing addition toa string of parks 
serving million people", was 
lauded by several officials who 
emphasized cooperation in the 
completion of the project. 

Congressman Ford told those 
gathered for the ceremony that 
“there is a contiruing future for 
outdoor recreation" and that 
“because of cooperation you (the 
people) get a bang back for the 
buck". 

The new facilities at Willow 
Metropark include the pool, a 
bathhouse with heated showers and 
coin-operated lockers for clothing 
storage, a food service building and 
patio, central plaza and 10 shuf- 
fleboard, two tennis and four 
basketball courts 

An unusual aspect of the games 
$ite is the tot lot, which has been 
developed with a town and country 
theme. A village of child-sized 
structures that represents homes, 
factories and other buildings are 
interspersed among the tricycle 
“highway" that winds its way 
through a “rolling countryside", 
lot also has the standard playground 
equipment of a spiral slide, swings

Reading tests 
should be given 
to graduates 


State Sen. John Bowman 
(D-Mt. Clemens) has in- 
troduced legislation 
requiring all Michigan high 
school seniors to pass a 
reading comprehension test 
in order to receive a high 
school diploma. 

Three cheers for Bowman. 
We have advocated 
something along these lines 
for several years. 

It is no secret that 
thousands and thousands of 
graduating high school 
students are extremely 
deficient in reading skills. In 
fact, some can barely read. 
It'sa miracle they made it as 
far as they did. 

According to Bowman, 
college entrance exam 
scores have dropped over the 
past 10 years. Tests showed 
there was a direct 
relationship between low test 
scores and high school 
students with poor reading 
skills. 


the basic skills — Including 
the ability to read — to be 
fairly successful in whatever 
endeavor he chose. That's 
not true anymore. 

We agree with Bowman 
that with 50 percent of every 
dollar the state appropriates 
going to education, in ad- 
dition to half of all property 
taxes, high school graduates 
should know how to read.

ON THE WIND-SWEPT plains 
of neglect lie the bleached bones 
of unfinished deeds 

In the past month, thousands of 
high school seniors across the 
nation have left their “hallowed 
halls of learning " There were 
tearful goodbyes. School year 
books were filled with “mushy” 
compliments and pictures ex- 
changed 

Mixed emotions filled each 
departing senior’s heart. They 
roamed the corridors one last 
time recalling joyful memories 
and dreaming of the challenge of 
the future All this came to mind 
as my wife and I attended the 
graduation cere men ies of Garden 
City West High School last month 
to watch our son, Terry graduate 

The thrilling strains of “Pomp 
and Circumstance” filled the 
early evening air above the 
packed football bleachers And 
the stirring chords revived half- 
dead memories of my graduation 
night when we gathered in 
august solemnity to witness the 
passing of an era 

Seated high on the G C West 
bleachers, my eyes scanned the 
huge crowd which ringed the field 
and spilled over into standees 
around the fence encircling the 
event Then the first few strains 
of “Pomp and Circumstance” 
heralded the entrance of the 


graduates onto the field and my 
mind traveled back to a warm, 
clear night in 1948 

Into the packed throng of 
parents and friends at F ord Field 
marched the blue clad Dearborn 
High School seniors with hearts 
thumping wildly to the tempo of 
this same “Pomp and Cir- 
cumstance.” 

The football field yard lines and 
end zone were obliterated by 
seated onlookers The hill 
overlooking one end zone was a 
sea of faces. Even the stately 
trees seemed to bow in respect as 
they swayed in response to the 
early evening breezes The 
dignitaries seated on the rickety 
wooden makeshift platform rose 
as one to welcome our final 
journey onto Ford Field. 

Near the front of the serpentine 
single-file line of graduating 
troops, I marched with mortar 
board erect I felt lost in a crowd 
of blue anonymity My thoughts 
whiled as if in time to the playing 
of the band 

I recalled my freshman year 
when I trembled at the reports 
that seniors devoured ninth 
graders for appetizers; how I’d 
never make the -baseball team 
because there were so many 


eighth graders flowing into 
Dearborn High School from all 
over the west end of the city 

Giant seniors and unfamiliar 
hallways held fear for a scrawny, 
timid 14-year-old boy 

My fears proved so un- 
necessary. Not only did I make 
the starting freshman baseball 
team, Coach Bill Rabe paid me 
problably the highest com- 
pliment of my life. After rapping 
two solid singles off one of the 
area’s leading pitchers, the coach 
met me as I crossed the foul line 
and said, “I wish I had five more 
players like you.” 

I managed to pass my classes 
without too much difficulty. The 
five D-minuses I got one 
semester in American History 
just made things more in- 
teresting Also, my preoc- 
cupation with sports helped me 
get a D- in English, but good old 
Mr Martin, a graduate of Har- 
vard, no less, let me write for the 
school newspaper, The Observer, 
in my senior year 

The music stopped 


^ Almost before l realized it, my 
day dreaming had brought me to 
r my chair and with proper dignity’ 
we graduating seniors flopped 
into our seats. 

The salutatorian stood proudly 
when introduced and spoke with 
customary polite humility Then 
the valedictorian sternly warned 
the hushed throng of the dire 
consequences if we failed to go 
out with ambition, determination 
and sense of duty to correct the 
world’s evils 

Jubilantly I climbed the steps 
to the podium when my name was 
called and felt the firm grasp of 
Principal Olsen's hand as he gave 
me my diploma 

Many years have passed since 
that June night in 1948 and marty 
vows and ambitions are left 
unfinished 

But just hearing the inspiring 
notes of “Pomp and Cir- 
cumstance” once more has 
rekindled the desire to ac- 
complish all those things a high 
school senior had faith to dream 
many years ago.

Apierican interests ripe for picking 


WASHINGTON - Will America 
survive her third century? This 
seems an unserious, even frivolous 
question to table on the Bicentennial 
of the Republic that rose from a 
federation of 13 colonies to the most 
advanced, prosperous and powerful 
nation on earth. 

Yet the question ought not to be! 
dismissed. For America is of the 
West. And looking back down the 
corridor of the 20th Century, it is 
impossible to view the passage of the 
West as other than a decline. 

At the turn of the century the West 
was master of the world. 
Geographically, it is confined now to 
a corner of the Eurasian land mass 
and the North American continent.! 
In the former colonies, now the 
Third World, democracy has gone 
the way of monarchy; American 
humiliations serve as occasions for* 


festive rejoicing. 

Communism, great heresy of the 
West, not yet six decades in power, 
controls a fourth of the earth’s 
surface, a third of its people. And for 
the first time in modem history, the 
military balance of power has 
shifted to the Russian Empire and 
the East. 

This last development seems 
symptomatic of Western decline. 
For, together, the United States and 
free Europe far outstrip the Soviet 
bloc in technology, population and 
wealth. With Japan, the anti- 
communist bloc has a vastly 
superior military potoitial. Absent 
is the vision to recognize the danger, 
and the leadership and will to meet 
it. 

In America, the road to political 
office lies through promises. The 


statesman who seeks the presidency 
on a platform of curtailing benefits, 
imposing austerity and asking 
sacrifices would be ridiculed out of 
the race. 

In these columns, John F. Ken- 
nedy has received a fair measure of 
criticism. But let it be said that he 
did speak of patriotism, of sacrifice, 
of a aenaeof mission. He saw dearly 
that history had cast the United 
States as defender of the ramparts 
of Western civilization against the 
rise of Communist power. He did not 
hesitate to ask his countrymen to 
accept that challenge and meet that 
responsibility. 

Are these timeB — when Ken- 
nedy’s heire are whining about our 
being the “world’s policeman,” 
when our historic mission has 
become to “clean up the environ- 
ment” — better times? 


The sigis of dissolution and decay 
are everywhere visible. There is the 
national preoccupation with sex, the 
disparagement by the cultural elite 
of the military and the martial 
virtues, the widespread use of drugs, 
the pornography that pollutes the 
popular culture, the insensitivity to 
corruption in our business and 
political leadership, and the loss of 
authority by institutions 
everywhere, public and private. 

Two decades ago, teachers did not 
ask their students what to teach. 
Clergymen did not hold bull sessions 
with college boys to reach a con- 
sensus on what men should believe 
and how men should behave. The 
United States did not need to debate 
itself to know how to respond to 
insults in international forums.

1976 Democratic platform 
proposals bear 72 likeness 


WASHINGTON — “Skepticism 
and cynicism are widespread in 
America,” proclaimed the opening 
sentence of the 1972 Democratic 
platform. “The people are skeptical 
of platforms, filled with political 
platitudes — of promises made by 
opportunistic politicians.” 

Four years ago, Sen. George 
McGovern was buried in a blizzard 
of Nixon ballots after running on a 
party platftrm that was perceived 
by the voters as “radical,” as were 
the views of the South Dakota 
Democrat. It promised, among 
many things, a guaranteed annual 
income, rational health insurance, 
and amnesty for draft dodgers and 
military desert ere. 

Now here it is four years later and 
the party of McGovern has been 
replaced by the Democratic Paty of 
former Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter. 
What do we discover? We discover 
that while the language at the 1976 
platform has been “Cartelized” (to 
prevent political bloodletting), 
many of the platform proposals that 
have been adopted for 1976 bear a 
striking resemblance to 1972. 

For example, Carter forces have 
sanctioned platforms pledging a 
guaranteed annual income, national 
health insurance, and a modified 
form of amnesty for draft dodgers 
and deserters. Rejected, but not 


without considerable political in- 
fighting, was a plank on homosexual 
rights, also included in the 1972 
platform. 

All of which leads to the conclusion 
that while the strategy and language 
of the Democratic Party have 
changed, its real aims and am- 
bitions are no different in 1976 than 
in 1972. In fact, some of the same 
New Left faces that were behind 
McGovern are now behind Carter. 
Among the former Georgia 
governor’s principle aides, for 
example, are a number of in- 
dividuals who worked for 
McGovern. 

Thus it’s not unfair to conclude 
that the New Left radicals who 
backed McGovern in 1972 have 
united behind Carter in what the 1972 
opening statement of the party 
platform called “promises made by 
opportunistic politicians. 1 ’ 

As an illustration, the drafters of 
the Democratic platform refuse to 
say how much the proposals in the 
platform will coat the taxpayer. One 
official estimate made by CBS News 
puts the f igure at $30 billion or more. 
When McGovern in 1972 put a price 
tag of $1,000 for each person for his 
social welfare programs it became a 
political albatross. So Carter’s 
forces are avoiding the same 
mistake by refusing to offer specific 


Republicans 
must close 
split ranks

WASHINGTON — Does the 
presumptive selection of former 
Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter as the 
Democratic presidential nominee 
mean the Republicans will ex- 
perience a heavy erosion of strength 
in the “sunshine belt?” 

If it does, the Republican Party is 
in deep trouble regardless of 
whether the GOP picks President 
Gerald Ford or Ronald Reagan as its 
standard bearer. 

For years the Republicans have 
worked to build up their party in that 
warmer portion of the country which 
includes the states of the old Con- 
federacy and runs from Florida all 
the way westward to California. The 
“sunshine belt’’ grows in im- 
portance in every national election. 
Politicians with national ambitions 
understand census figures. 

As a former governor of 
California, Reagan, of course, is a 
genuine “sunshine belt” political 
figure himself. This has been an 
important source of his strength. 

That is why Reagan may have 
been rocked more than Ford by 
Carter’s emergence. With anybody 
but Carter at the head of the 
Democratic ticket, Reagan would 
have a good shot in November at 
holding much of the southern tier for 
the Republicans, political analysts 
said. But only an unprecedented 
political catastrophe can stop Carter 
now. 

Ford’s chances, in contrast to 
Reagan’s, always have rested on the 
fact of his incumbency and the 
questionable theory that he would 
have greater pulling power in the 
North. 

After the convent ions are over and 
the presidential campaign proper 
gets rolling, Carter is bound to 
emerge as a source of pride for 
Dixie. He will give a great many 
Southerners a sense of belonging the 
way John Kennedy did Roman 
Catholics in 1960. 

Worried Republicans already are 
whispering that maybe their party 
can best save itself by placing Ford 
and Reagan both on the ticket at the 
convention in Kansas City in August. 
But Reagan has said repeatedly that 
he would not consider the vice 
presidential nomination, and 
naturally it would be next to im- 


possible to arrange the ticket the 
other way around with Ford being 
demoted to the second spot. 

Whether a Ford-Regan ticket is a 
pipe dream or not, the Republicans 
will immolate their party if they 
don’t find a way to close ranks after 
the convention. 

Sen. Robert P. Griffin, (R-Mich.) 
hopes the Republican senators, now 
divided between Ford and Reagon, 
actively will aid the post convention 
healing process. He said he certainly 
intended to do his best in that 
regard. 

Griffin, the deputy minority 
leader in the Senate, recently was 
named Ford’s convention floor 
manager. He subsequently told 
reporters: “I think maintaining and 
strengthening party unity con- 
stitutes one of our biggest challenges 
right now.” 

Surprisingly, the California 
primary June 8 remains the subject 
of intense second guessing in 
Washington political circles. 

In that winner- take-all contest 
Reagan took all 167 California 
delegates. Obviously, California 
Republicans would have voted 
overwhelmingly for Reagan in any 
event but had the delegates been 
apportioned in proportion to each 
candidate’s popular vote total, Ford 
would have received more than 50 of 
those 167. 

That could be the big difference if 
the President falls just short by a 
few votes at Kansas City and 
Reagan comes on to win the GOP 
presidential nomination. 

It has been suggested that the 
Ford organization, which has made 
more than its share of errors, made 
a great tactical blunder by not 
moving heaven and earth to con- 
vince the California legislature, 
before the primary, of the need to 
abandon the winner-take-all system. 

There were some Ford partisans 
ready and willing to struggle for 
such a change, but the White House 
didn’t put enough muscle into the 
effort. Two weeks before the 
primary, State Sen. Robert Stevens 
of Los Angeles sponsored an 
amendment to change the delegate 
allocation system. The pro-Regan 
forces saw to it that it was killed. 

If Ford goes down, Sacramento 
may have been the place where his 
people blew the ball game.

Keep your lawn, garden in shape this July 


Homeowners’ lawn and garden 
will come through July in good 
shape with a little help and these tips 
from Cooperative Extension 
specialists at Michigan State 
University: 

— During dry periods, water trees 
and shrubs thoroughly, especially 
newly planted ones Grass, flowers 
and vegetables should be watered 
once a week so the soil is wet to a 
depth of at least six inches. 
Tomatoes, peppers, eggplant and 
summer squash should not be 
allowed to suffer from excessive 
dryness. This makes them more 
likely to develop blossom end rot. 
Keeping soil moisture from fluc- 
tuating drastically is the best 
defense against that problem. 

— Transplant cabbage, 
cauliflower and broccoli, and seed 
lettuce, onions, radishes, beans, 
beets, cole crops and spinach. 



— Mulch around tomato and 
pepper plants to keep the fruit clean 
and to help regulate soil moisture. 

— Sidedress vegetables with 
nitrogen at one pound per 1,000 
square feet. Do not fertilize 
tomatoes, peppers, eggplant or 
summer squash until they have set a 
few fruit. Excess nitrogen before 
fruit set will result in luxurious 
foliage but little fruit 

— Keep beans and cucumbers 
producing through the summer by 
harvesting the fruit as soon as it 
ripens. 

— Spray tomato plants with 
Maneb, Zineb, captan or an all- 
purpose garden fungicide to control 


early and late blight and an- 
thracnose 

— Check tomatoes for aphids, 
homworms, slugs and cutworms. 
Pick homworms off by hand and 
destroy them Spray with malathion 
to control aphids. Control slugs by 
cultural means — remove mulch in 
which slugs hide during the day or 
make slug traps from boards. Slugs 
will congregate in the cool dampness 
beneath a board and you can destroy 
them They also will be attracted to 
a saucer of beer placed in the garden 
at night. Cutworm control is chfficult 
after plants are set in the garden. 
’Sevin or malathion applied at the 
bases of the plants will help. 


Give houseplants a vacation 


Most houseplants — except 
African violets — can be set out- 
doors after Memorial Day. But, 
according to Michigan State 
University horticulturist Dave 
Sanford, the benefits may not be 
worth the risks. 

“When placed outdoors, 
houseplants tend to grow vigorously 
and may double in size,” he said. 
“However, you run the risk of bug 
infestation and storm damage to the 
plants.” 

Whether you move plants outdoors 
should depend on how well they’re 
doing inside. 

“If a plant is doing very well in- 
side, leave it there,” Sanford ad- 
vised. “The fact that it is doing well 
means that it’s getting what it needs 
where it is.” 

On the other hand, a plant that is 
doing poorly may benefit greatly 
from a summer vacation outdoors. 

Prepare a plant to go outside by 
cutting it back or by transplanting it 
into a larger container to give it 
room to grow. Try not to damage the 
root system during transplanting. If 
the roots are damaged, give the 
plant a week or so indoors to recover 
before setting it out. 

“When you move plants outdoors, 
place them where they will not 
receive direct afternoon sunlight,” 
Sanford says. Houseplants get 
sunburned easily. Pick a shady, 
sheltered spot for them. Even in the 
shade, plants generally will get 
more light outdoors than indoors in a 
sunny window. Most will thrive 
because of the increased light. 

For the first few days, set plants 
outside only for a couple of hours. 
This will give them time to adjust 


somewhat to outdoor conditions. 

“When you’re ready to set them 
out to stay , consider burying the pots 
up to the rim in the soil,” Sanford 
said. “This will keep them from 
drying out too rapidly and will help 
protect them from being blown over 
and damaged. They still should be 
watered daily and taken inside if 
severe weather conditions* are 
forecast.” 

Minimize insect problems by 
setting plants away from flower 
beds or vegetables that may attract 
insects. As a preventive, Sanford 
recommended spraying with a 
general purpose household in- 
secticide every two weeks. Sprays 
are most effective if used in early 
morning on calm days. 

“Washing the leaves regularly 


with warm water also will 
discourage insects and it will help 
you keep aware of your plants’ 
condition,” he added. 

Because plants will be growing 
rapidly while they’re outdoors, they 
need more fertilizer than they need 
under indoor conditions. Sanford 
cautioned against over-fertilizing, 
however. 

When you bring plants inside at 
the end of August, check them 
closely for insects. Isolate infested 
plants from insect-free ones and 
treat insect problems at once. 

“Don’t be surprised if your plants 
lose a few leaves during the first 
couple weeks indoors again.” 
Sanford said. “Leaf drop often oc- 
curs as plants adjust from high light 
to low light.” 


Avoid accidents 
with iawnmowers 


Power lawnmower accidents 
injure about 55,000 people every 
year, and to avoid being one of this 
year’s statistics, try following these 
safety tips:— Take time before 
starting to mow to look over the 
operating manual. Check the fuel 
level and fill the tank, if necessary. 
Clear the mowing area of sticks, 
stones, trash or other objects that 
could clog the mower or be thrown 
by the blades. Make sure shields and 
other safety devices are in place and 
working as they’re supposed to. 


Beware of bugs 
in home gardens 

Gardeners, beware! Bugs are on the move 

From now until the first frost, home vegetable gardens are likely to be in- 
vaded by a number of serious insect pests. According to Don Cress, extension 
entomologist at Michigan State University, gardeners should be on the lookout 
in July for aphids, corn borers, cabbage worms, slugs and flea beetles 

Aphids are small, soft-bodied insects that feed on plant juices sucked from 
leaves and stems. They usually feed from the undersides of leaves. Unless you 
check plants closely , you may not realize you have them until their population is 
huge. 

Because aphids at this time of year are all bom female, populations can build 
up to unbelievably high numbers very rapidly. It takes only one aphid to start a 
colony that can do a lot of damage in a short period of time, Cress said. 

Aphids commonly feed on cabbage, cucumbers, com, beans, tomatoes and 
peppers, and most garden crops are susceptible to at least one species of aphid. 

Feeding by large numbers of aphids can reduce plant vigor and decrease 
yields, Cress said Many aphids also transmit viruses that cause plant diseases. 
These may further reduce yield or even kill the plant. 

Inspect plants closely and often, paying particular attention to the undersides 
of the leaves, Cress advises. If aphids are present, control with malathion or 
diazinon applied to the undersides of the leaves 

The larva of the European com borer is a small, light brown caterpillar It 
bores into an ear of com through the side of the ear or from the stalk end and 
feeds on the young, sweet kernels. The same worm enters peppers around the 
edge of the cap that fastens the pepper to the plant. 

Controls are used to keep the worm out of the edible part of the plant, Cress 
said. Once it is inside, it is too late 

For both com and peppers, the recommended chemical control is a com- 
bination of Sevin and diazinon sprayed on the undersides of the leaves as well as 
on the ears and fruits. 

At this time of year, little green caterpillars on cabbage, cauliflower, broccoli 
and other cole crops probably are the larvae of the imported cabbage worm 
butterfly, Cress said The velvety green worms chew large holes in the leaves of 
these crops and can destroy whole fields in a short time 

In mid-August, the imported cabbage worm will be joined by the cabbage 
looper, a light green worm with a white stripe down each side. It gets its name 
from its looping, inchworm motion across a leaf. 

Controls for cabbage worms include Sevin, diazinon, malathion or Bacillus 
thuringiensis, a bacterial disease of caterpillars that is sold under the trade 
names Biotrol, Dipel and Thuricide. It is toxic only to the worms, it will not 
harm other insects or humans 

Flea beetles are tiny, usually black insects about one-eighth inch long They 
are very active and jump from one leaf to another to feed. They eat small holes 
in plant foliage, giving the leaves the appearance of having been shot with a 
shotgun 

Control flea beetles with malathion or diazinon as soon as you see the 
damage, Cress said. Always read and follow label directions when applying any 
chemical to your garden, he urged 


— Wear sturdy shoes, preferably 
those with metal toe caps and 
reinforced soles. Thongs, sandals or 
bare feet a re fine for the beach, but a 
def.nite hazard around a power 
mqwer. 

— Keep hands and feet away from 
moving parts. If blades become 
clogged, shut the mower off before 
trying tounclog it or make any other 
adjustments. 

— Never leave a power mower 
running unattended. If you must 
walk away from it, make sure it 
cannot roll. If you will be out of sight 
of the mower, turn it off. Remove the 
ignition key, if the mower has one; 
unplug the cord on electric mowers 
or disconnect the spark plug wire to 
make it inoperable until you return. 
Or take it with you so you can keep 
an eye on it. 

— Objects picked up and thrown 
by lawn mower blades can injure or 
even kill, so be sure children and 
other bystanders stay away from the 
mowing area. 

— Watch out for obstructions or 
hidden hazards like holes, stumps, 
roots or drain pipes. Also be on the 
alert for guy wires, clothes lines, low 
hanging tree branches and other 
overhead hazards. 

— Take extra care when mowing 
slopes. If using a walking mower, 
mow across the slope to eliminate 
the danger of slipping and putting a 
foot into the mower blades With a 
riding mower, mow up and down the 
slope to avoid tipping and over- 
turning sideways. 

— With a riding mower, there 
always is the temptation to take on 
passengers But children easily can 
squirm out of a one-armed hold and 
slip under wheels or whirling blades 

— Always look behind you before 
backing up, in case small children or 
pets have come into the area Turn 
comers slowly to prevent over- 
turning, and avoid mowing near 
ditches, drop-offs or steep slopes. 


— Prune lateral tomato suckers 
this month. 

— Use an all-purpose insect spray 
such as malathion or methoxychlor 
to control aphids that spread mo6iac 
on cucumbers and melons. 

— Continue to spray apple trees 
with an all-purpose f ruit spray every 
seven to 10 days. Spray peaches, 
pears, cherries and plums every two 
weeks 

— Space strawberry runners eight 
inches apart in the row and keep 
rows 15 inches wide. Control weeds. 

— If seeding a new lawn or 
renovating an old one is in your 
plans for fall, now is the time to 
begin preparing the soil and 
eliminating perennial weeds such as 
bentgrass, quackgrass and tall 
fescue. Do not use broadleaf weed 
killers containing silvex when the 
temperature is more than 75-80 
degrees F. They will damage the 
turf. Be careful, too, if using 2,4-D. It 
can harm many landscape plants 
and garden crops, especially 
tomatoes and grapes. If using 
Dicamba, do not apply near shrubs 
or trees. 

— If warmer weather activates 
dollar spot, brown patch, Pythium 
blight or powdery mildew on your 
lawn; treat it with a turf fungicide. 
July also is the time to take action 
against Fusarium blight. 

— If you have Zoysia grass in your 
lawn and want to get rid of it, you 
must kill and remove the sod. Zoysia 
has underground rhizomes as well 
as aboveground stoions and will 
regenerate from the belowground 
parts unless they are killed with a 
systemic herbicide before the sod is 
lifted. 

— Reduce old scars of Fusarium 
blight in lawns by frequent (every 
two weeks) light applications of 
nitrogen. Water often and 
thoroughly. 

— During July and August, raise 
the mowing height of shaded lawns 
about an inch to lessen the stress on 
the grass plants. 

— Keep your lawn mower sharp 
Dull blades tear the grass instead of 
cutting it, causing reduced vigor and 
poor turf quality. 

— Warm, dry weather probably 
will cause dying out of annual 
bluegrass in lawn areas. 

— Continue a disease and insect 
control program for roses. 

— Remove faded rose flowers just 
before the petals begin to fall. Cut 
the stems back to just above a node 
bearing a leaf with five leaflets. 

— Stop fertilizing roses and other 
landscape plants after the end of 
July. 

— Chrysanthemums, nasturtiums, 
roses and other flowers may be 
infested with aphids. Spray with 
malathion. 

— To control mildew on mums, 
dahlias, delphiniums, phlox, zinnias, 
honeysuckle, ivy, lilacs and privet, 
apply sulpher, Karathane, Pipron, 
benomyl or Actidione PM from now 
through September at 2- to 4-week 
intervals 

— Mulch shrubs and flower bor- 
ders 

— Dig, divide and replant iris 
after they have finished blooming, if 
this has not been done for five to nix 
years. 

— Divide Oriental poppies and 
bleeding hearts after the foliage dies 
down 

— To promote new growth, prune 
climbing roses after they’ve finished 
blooming. 

— Sow seeds of perennials such as 
artemisia, lupine, salvia, anemone 
and asters 

— Stop pinching chrysanthemums 
after July 15. 

— Cut back poinsettia plants to 
make them grow bushier. Use 
cuttings to start new plants to bloom 
by Christmas. 

— Cut back the strong shoots of 
wisteria toencourage flowering next 
year. 

— Apply a summer mulch around 
rose bushes 

— If dahlias are suffering from 
stem rot, transplant them into well 
drained soil and treat with captan 
Pinch back and tie the shoots as 
needed. 

— Take cuttings from chrysan- 
themums and carnations now for 
blooms in the fall and winter.

Canning 

Know your needs 


Planning on canning this year? 
Then really plan ahead. 

Home canning enthusiasts should 
know how much food their families 
can use within a reasonable time 
and how much fresh produce must 
be grown, or on hand, to meet those 
needs 

To help plan more accurately, 
food and nutrition specialists at 
Michigan State University have 
come up with a chart of commonly 
canned fruits and vegetables. 

For apples, one bushel, or 48 
pounds with three medium apples 
equaling one pound, are needed to 
can between 16 and 20 quarts of fruit 
Theamount needed per quart is 24 
to three pounds. 

That bushel of apples also will 
yield between 15 and 18 quarts of 
applesauce, with between 2 4 and 
34 pounds of fruit needed per 
quart. 

One lug, or 22 pounds, of apricots 
will yield between seven and 11 
quarts of processed fruit, with two to 
24 pounds needed per quart. 

Twenty-four quarts of berries 
when canned will supply 12 to 18 
quarts, with between 14 and three 
pounds needed per quart. And 56 
pounds, or one bushel, of cherries, 
when canned will yield 22 to 32 
quarts of processed fruit, with from 
two to 24 pounds of cherries needed 
per quart 

One bushel of peaches— 48 
pounds— will supply 18 to 24 quarts 
of canned fruit, with two to three 
pounds needed for each quart. 
Canners should remember that four 
medium peaches equal one pound 

Fifty pounds— one bushel— of 
pears will supply 20 to 25 quarts of 
processed food with three medium 
pears equaling one pound From two 


to three pounds of fruit are needed 
per quart. 

With four medium tomatoes 
equaling one pound, one bushel— 53 
pounds— will provide 15 to 20 quarts. 
However, 24 to 34 pounds of fruit 
are needed to fill each quart. 

For tomato juice, that bushel of 
fruit will produce 12 to 16 quarts, 
with three to 34 pounds of fruit 
needed per quart. 

Thirty-two pounds -one bushel— of 
lima beans in their pods will cook up 
to six to 10 pounds of canned 
vegetable, with three to five pounds 
needed per quart. 

Snap beans by the bushel— 30 
pounds— will supply 12 to 20 quarts 
of food, with the amount needed per 
quart ranging from 14 to 24 
pounds. 

Beets, minus their tops, will 
supply 15 to 24 quarts per bushel, a 2- 
to 34-pound per quart figure, while 
sweet corn by the bushel— 35 pounds 
with husks— will supply six to 10 
quarts of whole kernel food. The 
amount needed for each quart is 
three to six pounds of com. 

One bushel— 30 pounds— of peas in 
the pod will fill five to 10 quarts, with 
three to six pounds of vegetable 
required for each quart, and greens, 
such as spinach, by the bushel — 18 
pounds— will supply three to eight 
quarts of canned food. Two to six 
pounds of the greens are needed per 
quart. 

For summer squash, canners will 
find that one bushel— 40 pounds— 
will fill 10 to 20 quarts, with two to 
four pounds required for each quart. 

Home canners should remember 
that the amount needed to make one 
quart varies, depending on quality, 
condition, maturity, variety and size 
of the pieces being canned

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Harris urges action 
on shoreline study 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Edgar L. Harris has urged prompt 
government action on a task force 
report that recommends great 
recreation, housing, commercial 
and industrial opportunities along 
the shoreline of 13 local communities 
that make up the 37.5 mile Wayne 
County riverfront. 

Harris emphasized, that the 
economic fallout of those proposals 
would bring significant benefits — 
including jobs and millions in tax 
revenue — to inland county com- 
munities. like Dearborn, Livonia 
and Hamtramck, as well. 

Harris (D-Romulus), along with 
Gov. William Milliken and other 
officials, unveiled the recom- 
mendations of the Interagency Task 
Force for Detroit-Wayne County 
Riverfront Development at a recent 
news conference. 

The 44-member task force was 
forced two years ago to devise an 
overall plan for future development 
of the valuable waterfront property. 
Members include state, county and 
city officials and business leaders. 

The task force recommended that 
the low-funded Detroit-Wayne 
County Port Commission be 
replaced with a new Port Authority 
financed with state, county and City 
of Detroit funds. 

It also said Detroit could become 
one of the great seaports of the world 
if it had tri-government funding, 
adequate staff, a new terminal that 
could handle boat, truck and rail 
traffic and government cooperation 
to promote the port and urge 
competitive freight rates. 

Detroit currently has five 
privately operated ocean terminals. 

“Since 1932, the responsibility of 
monitoring port activity has rested 
with Wayne County government — 
and Wayne County taxpayers,” 
Harris said. It’s been obvious to all 
of us that the port was a reservoir of 
untapped economic potential that 
could open up new jobs and business 
opportunities throughout the entire 
state 

“But the county budget, strained 
by other priorities, didn’t have the 
dollars to undertake major 
marketing campaigns or build 
modem port facilities.” 

As a county representative on the 
task force, Harris supported the 
creation of a new semi-autonomous 
Detroit-Wayne County Port 
Authority which “could mean an 
additional $500 million in annual 
income benefits for Wayne County — 
and 5,000 new jobs by 1985”. 

At present, the total economic 
benefit to Wayne County from in- 
dustries located along the riverfront 
is tagged at $822 million. 

“Our port activity is only 50 
percent of what it could be depsite 
the fact that right in our own 
backyard, the counties of Wayne, 
Okaland and Macomb have been 
ranked No. 1 in the nation for ex- 
porting manufactured products,” 
Harris said 

He added that one solution to 
capture more world trade is to build 


a modem, container -oriented port 
terminal that would require an 
initial public investment of $35 
million. 

“The terminal would be leased to 
private port operators and would 
require some public subsidy in the 
early stages,” he said “Later it 
would become self-supporting while 
returning considerable millions in 
income, taxes and business 
growth.” 

StateSen. Dennis Hertel of Detroit 
will hold public hearings inMichigan 
port districts this summer to get a 
community viewpoint on port 
development. He said he will in- 
troduce legislation this fall that 


would allow the creation of port 
authorities like the one mentioned 
for Detroit which cannot be set up 
under existing law. 

Harris pointed out that much of 
the study focused on the highly- 
industrialized downriver waterfront 
cooridor, and also includes the 
banks of the Rouge Rive ups team to 
the Ford Motor Co. in Dearborn, the 
islands of Grosse lie and those small 
undeveloped islands located off Pte. 
MouiLlee at the southernmost tip of 
Wayne County. 

Gov. Milliken has pledged the 
support of the state in developing the 
Wayne County riverfront.

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Museum exhibit explores life in Revolution 


Life at the time of the American 
Revolution is expressed in the 
participants’ own words in one of the 
nation’s major Bicentennial 
exhibitions through Jan. 2, 1977 at 
Henry Ford Museum in Dearborn. 

Revealing for the first time a 
major unpublished collection of 
Revolutionary period diaries, 
cartoons, letters, maps and 
broadsides, “The Struggle and the 
Glory” is of a size and scope that is 
unprecedented at this world-famous 
museum of Americana. 

In addition to the written 
materials, a profusion of original 
weapons, furniture, tools, lamps, 
dry goods, cookware, transportation 
devices and other material 
necessities that were in use during 
the Revolution depict life in the 
colonies from 1755 to 1789. Numerous 
displays range from household 
settings of furniture and accessories 
used by colonial families to a 7- 
screen theater-in-the-round where 
visitors are encircled by the color 
and noise of Revolutionary battles. 

The words of America’s founders 
accompany visitors throughout a 
walk through the Revolution that 
starts with the outbreak of the 
French and Indian War and goes on 
to acquaint the visitor with colonial 
land disputes, the people, the 
Revolutionary War and the new 
nation First-hand accounts by 
Washington, Hancock, Burgoyne, 
Arnold, Adams, Wayne and others 
who were actually there give an 
authenticity to this expression of the 
Revolution. 

In the exhibit’s first section a 
printer operates an 18th century 
press. He prints French and Indian 
War “Call to Arms” recruiting 
broadsides that are given to the 
exhibit’s visitors. This section of 
“The Struggle and the Glory”

presents Britain’s defeat of France 
in a conflict over land use. It also 
prepares visitors for a close look at 
colonial settlers. 

The second section dramatizes the 
colonists’ ethnic diversity and 
regional differences. Shop windows 
display the imported wares that 
colonists depended on prior to the 
Revolution. 

By coming into close contact with 
the colonists’ daily lives, visitors 
feel the strong and increasingly 
distasteful presence of official 
England in the colonies. Continuing 
the walk through the Revolution, the 
crackle of drums and exploding 
muskets sets the mood for stronger 
expressions of conflict. Reactions to 
trade restrictions that created 
monopolies and threatened colonial 
businesses, increasing taxes and the 
intrusion of British soldiers who 
were sent to the colonies to enforce 
laws, are expressed boldly in words 
and cartoons that were shaped 200 
years ago by colonial pens. 

The stark reality of a new 
American nation severed from and 
at war with England greets the 
visitor as he crosses a plank road, 
passes a liberty pole and enters the 
major section of “The Struggle and 
the Glory” dealing with the war 
itself. 

One walks amidst fiery written 
exchanges between John Hancock 
and Maj. Gen. Anthony St. Clair. 
Visitors have the feeling of “looking 
over the shoulder” of John Jay as he 
pens a plea for provisions. 

The problems of the Revolution 
are everywhere. Only a third of the 
colonists support the break from 
England. Nothing short of a draft is 
going to save America, Anthony 
Wayne warned his countrymen. 
Washington admonished Col. 
Theodorick Bland “don’t resign!” 

All around are weapons, 
provisions, musical and 
navigational instruments, uniforms 
and other equipage of the 
Revolutionary War. The actual bed 
that George Washington used during 
Revolutionary campaigns is set up 




along with his camp chest as if 
awaiting his use. Ahead a dramatic 
theater-in-the-round brings visitors 
into the battles of the Revolution. 
The final major battle of the 
Revolution at Yorktown is presented 
on film in another theater. 


The exhibition concludes with a 
thoughtful look at the new nation. In 
observing the way colonists lived, 
visitors see less British influence. A 
new American nationalism is 
exemplified by a bowl emblazoned 
with the message “Don't let our 
constitution be frustrated”. 

Problems of finances, prisoners of 
war and foreign opinion are threads 
of concern running through the post- 
Revolutionary letters that are on 
exhibit.

The agency also resolved out-of- 
court settlements valued at more 
than a half million dollars, was 
successful in 33 criminal con- 
victions, and is credited with an 
overall 75 percent success rate in 
behalf of consumers opposing unfair 
merchants. 

The county Office of Volunteer 
Programs has saved county tax- 
payers more than an estimated 
$200,000 that would have been paid in 
salaries except for volunteers who 
donated their time and talent to 
agencies serving the needy. 

Since its inception in 1973, the 
department has “professionalized” 
the matching of volunteers with 
various agency needs, placing some 
200 individuals who range in age 
from youth to senior citizens, in- 
cluding high school dropouts and 
college professors. 

Now in its third year of operation, 
the Senior Citizens Nutrition 
Program provides daily hot noon 
meals to nearly 1,600 elders at 23 
sites in the county. Some seniors 
who are incapacitated are given 
meals delivered to their homes. 

The Juvenile Court Improvements 
program is credited with the chief 
influence in a 15 percent decrease in 
crimes by boys on probation and a 26 
percent drop among girls of the 
same status, according to the latest 
statistics from the court. 

The program grew out of the old 
county Juvenile Facilities Network, 
parts of which have since evolved 
into the new Office of Youth Ser- 
vices. The rate of second arrests for 
juveniles was reduced by 52 percent 
in the first year of the new program. 

Both Wavne Countv-sponsored 
resolutions adopted by the con- 
vention delegates will become part 
of the NACo national legislative 
platform that is used to lobby in 
Congress for federal approval of the 
programs. 

One resolution urges the federal 
govenment to relax its restrictions 
.on rehiring of laid-off employees of 
municipal governments such as 
Detroit and other localities in Wayne 

County, which are facing budget 
problems. 

At present, U.S. Labor Depart- 
ment regulations prohibit the 
rehiring of more than 10 percent of a 
governmental unit’s Compre hensi ve 
Employment and Training (CETA) 
employees who have been laid off. 

The other resolution urges that 
police, prosecutors and courts give 
more attention to the rights and 
needs of victims and witnesses in 
criminal cases. It also asks the 
federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration to give 
higher priority to victim-witness 
programs in their grant policies “to 
meet the needs of victims and 
witnesses and to restore public 
confidence in the criminal justice 
system’’.

SEMTA airs 
transit system 


Express bus, light rail, commuter 
rail, rapid rail, four types of mass 
transit, will be discussed in-depth 
tomorrow evening when the 
Southeastern Michigan Tran- 
sportation Authority (SEMTA) calls 
together citizens and local elected 
officials to discuss the future of 
public transit in the southeast 
Michigm regioa 

This citizen information meeting 
is the second in a serious of public 
meetings sponsored by SEMTA 
during its year-long study of choices 
for a future public transit system. 

SEMTA, a regional operating 
authority providing public tran- 
sportation the seven counties of the 
southeast Michigan region, began 
the study early this year. 

At the study’s conclusion, citizens 
will be invited to help choose the 
transit system which will be st meet 
their travel needs 10-15 years hence. 

The final transit choice could be a 
single mode system, such as an all- 
bus system, or it could be some 
combination of express bus, light 
rail, commuter rail or rapid rail. 

Also on the agenda for discussion 
at the upcoming information 
meeting will be a discussion of what 


travel demands are expected to be 
generated by the people of the region 
10 years from now, and a discussion 
of how traffic management affects 
public transit. 

Those two questions are part of 11 
issues tackled by SEMTA during the 
course of the transit study. Other 
issues to be addressed later this 
summer include the cost a nd impac t 
of a 1985 transit system, the 
development of a phased im- 
plementation program for public 
transit, and an analysis of financing 
a public transit system 

These issues and others will be 
addressed later this summer at 
further public meetings and public 
hearings on choices for futher 
transit. 

Following the selection of a 
recommended transit system for the 
region, SEMTA will be eligible for 
consideration for transit funding by 
the U.S. Urban Mass Transportation 
Administration. 

The meeting will be held at 7 p.m. 
at the City-County Building, 2 
Woodward Avenue, Detroit

Kovic indignantly referred the 
lawmakers to an issue of the 
Maryland Fur Trappers’ newsletter 
and called it “a classic example of 
how a trapper does not have control 
over what goes into his trap.” He 
told how one trapper “caught a 
Polish blue fox, a rare specimen and 
believed to be the first of its kind 
trapped in this state. 

“The fox, 7 Kovic angrily 
declared, “is known for its habit of 
chewing off not one but three of its 
feet, while remaining firmly caught 
in the trap!” 

Roars of laughter from the 75 
trappers and farmers made Kovic 
realize something was wrong 

It was explained by Paul Chaney, 
secretary of the Maryland trapper's 
group That shows how much these 
city folk now about this issue,’’ he 
said ‘That fox does not exist Some 
trapper once found a scroungy 
possum run over by a car, attached 
a fox tail to it an donated it to a fur 
dealer where it was put up on the 
wall 

Under the trophy, a tag read: 
“West Virginia Polish Blue Fox,’’ 
said Chaney as Kovic's face turned 
scarlet with embarrassment “We 
put it in our newsletter as a joke,” 
Chaney continued. “It was just one 
of those foolish Polish jokes ” The 
animal is so rare, -he told the 
Committee on Judicial Proceedings, 
that “it doesn’t exist at all.” 

While that particular case had 
humorous aspects, the entire issue 
of anti-trapping drives is no 
laughing matter. Across the United 
States at least 100 different 
organizations are aiming at a ban on 
all trapping. Most citizens do not 
trap and support for the trappers is 
rather sparce in most areas 

This is a dangerous attitude for 
sportmen to take It was best ex- 
pained by an Oklahoma hunter “for 
what it really is ... an effort by the 
anti-hunt groups nationwide to 
eliminate all forms of sport hunting 
by taking away equipment used for 
taking wildlife First the trap, then 
the bow and arrow, the hand gun. the 
rifle and ultimately the shotgun ’’ 

Anti-trapping legislation, 
therefore, should be considered as 
part of the anti-gun and anti-hunting 
action plotted by well-organized 
national groups 

Nor can fishermen remain 
complacent The ‘‘anti’’ groups have 
already declared that once traps, 
bows and firearms are outlawed by 
legislatures or Congress, sport 
fishing will be next They believe 
that the use of a hook to catch a fish 
is “cruel’’ and must be stopped'
